Cleveland Crippled. 


Cleveland,- April 
22.—The 
fierce 


storm of wind and snow that swept 
over this city and northern Ohio grad- 
ually subsided. 
It was followed by a 


fog so dense that it was almost Impos- 
sible to see from one side of a street 
to the other. Notwithstanding the 
heroic efforts of the telegraph and 
telephone companies to repair their 
prostrated lines, there has thus far 
been little improvement to the serv- 
ice. Not a sinjjle wire -was working 
on any direct route between this city 
and Buffalo or Pittsburr. Trains on 
practically all roads entering the city 
Continue to arrive from one to three 
hours behind schedule time. 


Traffic Delayed. 


New York, April 22.—Owing to the 


heavy storm which has been raging 
In the west all traffic east of Cleve- 
land has been delayed from, two to 
seven hours. The Grand Central depot 
presented a strange appearance as the 
belated western trains lumbered in 
several hours late with their root's and 
steps encrusted with snow and ice. 
Friends of the long overdue passen- 
gers hung around the depot all day 
and rushed to meet the weary passen- 
gers every time a train came in.

Parker«burg Submerged. 


' Parkersburg, W. Va., April 22,—The 
loss by the flood here is estimated at 
J250.000.

A rise of five feet more will flood half 
of the business section, including ho- 
tels. A rise oMO feet is expected, 
from reports above the river, and it 
will submerge the business section, in- 
cluding the newspaper ofilces.

Moving Up Stairs. 


Maysville, Ky., April 22.—The resi- 


dents of Front street In this city be- 
gan moving up stairs en account of 
high water. The Ohio river has risen 
11 feet ia 24 hours. A blinding snow- 
storm has been raging. Trains from 
the east are from four to six hours 
late. About 1C feet more water and 
the gas and electric lights will be shut 
off, leaving the city in darkness, and 
that stage is coming. Back water has 
caused much damage, extending out 
into the country for miles. 


Fruit Trees Damaged. 


Buffalo, 
April 22.—Reports from 


points along the southern shore of 
Lake Brie say that the storm's dam- 
age to fruit trees will be great The 
wet snow clung to the branches until 
they gave way under its weight, leav- 
ing only the trunks standing. 
Tele- 


graphic communication with points 
west along the lake shore is being 
slowly re-established. The loss to tel- 
egraph and telephone companies is 
great, miles of wire being down. 


Homes Flooded. 


Irontoa, O., April 22.—Several hun- 


dred families in the low-lying districts 
uf 
the city have evacuated their 


homos. The flood vvill soon reach the 
basements of many business houses. 
Destitute sufferers are being «ared 
for at schoolhouses and churches. Re- 
ports from the upper Ohio and tribu- 
taries indicate not over six feet more 
here unless a second rise in the Big 
Sandy comt-s. 


At Louisville.

Heart to Close Up the Incision 


Which was Made by 


the Snife. 


St. Louis, April 22.—Dr. H. L. Kie- 


tert took three stitches in .the/ heart 
of Philip Gunn, who had been stabbed 
in a saloon brawl. The point of the 
knife blade had entered the right ven- 
tricle and had pierced to the cavity of 
the heart. Luckily the knife had en- 
tered the heart obliquely, and the re- 
sult was that the opening between the 
caviiy and the pericardium, or cover- 
ing of the heart, was lip-shaped on 
both sides. Dr. Nietert first removed 
3. section of the breastbone, exposing 
the pericardium. The motion of the 
heart can not be repressed, and Dr. 
Nietert was forced to make stitches 
while the organ was shifting about. 
It reauired three sutures to effectually 
close the gap. 'Fhis delicate operation 
finished, the pericardium was sewed 
together. The victim may recover.

San Francisco, April 22.—The Chi- 


nese quarter of this city is much per- 
turbed at an effort by the federal au- 
thorities to suppress the traffic in 
female Chinese slaves. United States 
Marshal Shine, with a squad of assist- 
ants, mado a sudden descent on the 
brothels and arrested 34 women. Six- 
teen who produced ^certificates of nat- 
uralization -were released.

Vancouver, 
Wash., April 22. — 


Charles Brown and E. L. Canby, presi- 
dent and cashier, respectively, of the 
First National bank of Vancouver, 
whici. was closed by the controller of 
the currency, committed suicide tv*-o 
miles from this city by shooting them- 
selves with a revolver. Their bodies 
were found lying together in a small 
clump ot bushes about one-half milo 
north of the Columbia school, which 
is situated on the outskirts of the 
town. They both used the same weap- 
on, and Canby evidently died first, &s 
the revolver \vas Jn Brown's hand. It 
is evident that Canby put the muzzle 
of the revolver in his mouth aad thca. 
blew tho toi> of his head off. Brown 
then took h and shot himself in ex- 
actly the same way. falling over Can- 
by 's body. 


Canby. upon being told by Bank Ex- 


aminer Max-well that the bank \vould 
not be permitted, to open Saturday, 
went out in th« yard behind the bank 
and attempted to shoot himself. His 
revolver failed to explode, although 
all five chambers were loaded. After 
failing to shoot himself Canby came 
back into the UanU. and he and Presi- 
dent Broivn left together, taking his 
revolver. When Examiner _ Max-well 
confronted the ban!r' ofSirials Tvith the 
shortage of 581.000 which be had dis- 
covered, both 
men admitted their 


guilt. It Is stated that Brown and 
Canby 
have been speculating 
in 


stocks. 
Beside Brown's body there 


was found a package containing S25 
and a note saying that the money be- 
longed to his daughter. Upon Cimby's 
body the following; brief note \va:i 
found: "My Dear Wife—-I feel what 1 
am about to do is for the best. For- 
give me if you can and try to live for 
our dear children. God bless you all. 
Goodby.—Ned." 


Brown, who Vas 54 years of age, 


has lived ia Vancouver since 1SG2. His 
father was the first receiver of Van- 
couver land office. He has served as 
auditor of Clark county, is married 
and lias a family. 
His connection 


with the bank as its president dates 
back 10 years. 
Canby was oZ years 


old and was well connected.

CHINESE 


Eavoy im Washington Undertakes an 


Important Move 


To Regenerate the Empire. 


PlaiL of Far Reaching Importance^ the Celestial 


Affairs of State. British Troops At- 


tacked by Boxers and Robbers. 


Situation in the East. 


Washington. April 22.—The Chinese 


minister, Wu Ting Fang, is about to 
make a. move of farreachmg impor- 
tance in .the affairs of China, and one 
i'bich can not, It is believed, lnit en- 
gage the favorable aid of the powers 
interested in the affairs of the empire. 
He is preparing a memorial to the Chi- 
uese government, based on ills inti- 
mate acquaintance with, the affairs of 
the western world, and pointing out 
wherein there is opportunity for China 
to adopt an enlightened policy, which 
\vill bring it into harmony with the 
sisterhood of nations, and at the same 
time TYiH relieve it. from the present 
perplexities which, are crowding upon 
it. The memorial deals with admin- 
istrative, economic and financial ques- 
tions, taking in practically the entire 
range of government affairs so far as 
there seems to be a present opportu- 
nity of rehabilitating them on modern 
and progressive lines. 
! 


Sir. Wu is a loyal and devoted ad- 


mirer of his country and its institu- 
tions and he has not been in sympathy 
with efforts for excessive change, as 
in his judgment they went so far as 
to invite very bitter prejudice. The 
edict points out past evils, and holds 
to severe account those members of 
the old regime whose conduct has; 
been largely responsible tor the dis- 
tress through which, the country has 
passed. The government therefore 
asks for er«ry aid -which its patriotic 
citizens can bring to it in overcoming 
the evils oj the past and in establish- 
ing^, secure basis for the future. Act- 
ing upon this edict, Mr. Wu has pre- 
pared his comprehensive aicsorial to 
the government. A memorial of this 
character, it is said, is the most im- 
portant act a Chinese official can take, 
for it is not resorted to except on rare 
occasions, when the gravity of a cause 
warrants an official to come into im- 
mediate comraunicaiJon with the im- 
perial authorities; on questions of state. 


Russia's Eenial. 


St. Petersburg, April 22.—The state- 


ments that Russii has proposed to 
Japan an entente regarding the far 
east and offered to reduce her indem- 
nity claim to £10,000,000, on condition 
that China signs the Maiichurian con- 
vention and grants farther conces- 
sions in connection with the Siberian 
railway, are declared to be quite un- 
founded. On the contrary. Russia is 
determined, it is asserted on high au- 
thority, to enter into no negotiations 
with China at present. 


To Make a Touch, 


Yokohama, April 22.--The 
Korean, 


government, according to advices just 
received from Seoul,, the capital of. 
Korea, has decided to borrow from 
France 5,000,000 yen. for tie purpose 
of constructing the Northern raihvay 
from Seoul to Wiku. 
It is asserted 


that it was his objection to. pledging 
the Korean customs as security for 
this loan which, created a desire in 
certain quarters for the dismissal of 
Mr. McLeavy Brown, director general 
of Korean customs.

say, the spar will be the longest ever 
stepped in a vessel of any kind, and 
from the step to the truck it will tupe 
no less than 148 feet. 
Such a spar 


•would havo been impossible in the time 
of wooden masts, but this will be 
made throughout of thin plates of nick- 
el steel rolled to semicircular shape, 
riveted on both edges and strengthened 
inside by a large i)timber of steel spurs 
extending from side to side of the spar. 


Three or four advantages are ex- 


pected from this style oi' spar. The 
first and chief is that there will be no 
topmast to he a possible source of] 
-weakness and a permanent worry to 
the skipper every time the wind blows 
more than fresh. The Shamrock's only 
chance in the last contest was ia the 
re:tcu«£ race, and she lost this through 
au unsuspected weakness in.her top- 
mast gear. With the polu mast a stout- 
er and better braced spar will be secur- 
ed and the risk of accident minimized. 


"No yachtsman requires to be told 


that the advantage of weight saved is 
multiplied when the -weight is saved 
aloft, and iu this another advantage is 
expected. The weight of the doubling 
which is necessary when tho mainmast 
and topmast are used will be saved and 
with It the weight and windage of all 
the housing and part of tho standing 
gear. Again, the steel spar built as part 
of the pole mast can be made much 
lighter thaji the woodeu topmast, and 
every pound saved at this altitude is of 
importance. 


"In the distribution of the sail also 


tbe new challenger will present a 
.marked difference to the boat which 
carried the last challenge. The great 
spread of the fore triangle of Shamrock 
I was the subject of much .unfavorable 
•comment. It measured 70 feet in the 
base as .against Columbia's T.' 
v. feet. 


Mr. George L. Watson has cut his fore 
triangle down farther even than was 
done on Columbia, and on the new boat 
it will measure only 71 feet. This is 


• done not by shortening the bowsprit, 
but -by stepping tbe mast farther for- 
ward, and the result will bo to give 
Shamrock II the largest mainsail ever 
carried on a racing yacht. On the boom 
It will stretch 112 feet in length, and

William A. Eddy sent aloft his first 


successful revolving wiiiduiili for ar- 
my. navy and lighthouse signaling at 
Bayoune, X. J., the other uijrlst by 
means ol" kites, says the Ne-n- 1'ork 
Journal. 
He demonstrated beyond a 


doubt that a -windmill with a revolv- 
ing upright shaft anil horizontal re- 
volving bars three feet in diameter can 
be carried to a great height by means 
of mammoth kites and made to revohc 
suspended lanterns with, marvelous 
spectacular effect and with greatw 
light giving power than the revolving 
single light used by the lighthouses. 


He also found tliat two lights whirl- 


ing like a horizontal pimvheel are visi- 
ble at a greater distance than when 
still, because the rapid motion of the 
lights catches the eye.

of the steel wire kite cable, the wind- 
mill acting as a collector to heavily 
charge the wire. No dynamo or bat- 
.tery is to be used.
